W as hingt on 
, Special T elegram , M arch 23. 
—Hon. M orrison R W aite, chief justice of the 
U nited States suprem e court, died suddenly 
a t 6 o’clock this m orning a t his hom e in this 
city. 
“I feel easier; I thin k I will go to 
sleep," w ere his last w ords, spoken a few 
m om ents before he died. 
He im m ediately 
tu rn ed over in bed, and alm ost w ithout the 
know ledge of the professional n u rse in a t­ 
tendance he en tered upon the sleep from 
w hich there is no m ortal a akmg. 
The cause 
of his death w as probably typhoid pueu- 
m om a, although tha t sta tem en t can n o t be 
m ade upon the au tho rity of the attending 
physician. 
It was n o t untii yesterday that 
the illneaa w as supjtoeed to be serious, and 
then the g ra v ity of the case was not com ­ 
prehended. 


Prof. T rent, of the John H opkins 
university,

THE D10TI.XGCISHKD DEAD. 


M orrison liem ick W aite received his a p­ 
poin tm en t as chief justice Jan 21, 18 71, 
and was the successor of Chief J ustice Cha*e. 
He was the seventh in toe line of d is­ 
tinguished ju rists w ho have held the office. 
In the ru ra l tow n of Lym e, C o n n , the old 
house in w hich he was born, Nov 20, 18 10, 
still stands. 
At the age of seventeen he e n ­ 
tered Yale couege, from w hich be g rad u ated 
in 18 37 in the class which included W illiam 
M. E varts, E dw ard H errepo n t, Prof. B enja­ 
m in Huffman and o ther distinguished men. 
He began the stu d y of law w ith hts father in 
Lym e and concluded his preparation for th« - 
bar in the office of Satnuei L Young, then a 
prom inent law er in M aum ee City, Ohio. 
He 
form ed a partn ership w ith Mr. Young shortly 
a fte r being ad m itted in 18 39 , and the year 
afte r he took as his life partn er a young lady 
of 
his 
native 
town. 
He 
was 
to 
the 
Ohio 
legislature 
in 
and 
the 
follow ing 
year 
the 
firm of 
Young A W aite rem oved to Toledo, Ohio, 
w here they built up a very large an d re m u ­ 
nerative practice. 
A yo u n g er brother of Mr. 
W aite was adm itted to the firm soon after, 
and the partn ership continued up to his a p­ 
po in tm en t to 
the chief 
ju stic eship 
Mr 
W aite w as a W hig u n til tha t party disbanded, 
w hen be joined the R epublican party. 
He 
relu ctan tly becam e a candidate for congress 
in 18 02, and late r was the nom inee of the 
"A dm inistration pa rty.” bu t his canvasses 
w ere u nsuccessful 
O ther nom inations and 
various appointm ents w ere tendered him 
; from tim e lo tim e, all of w hich he refused 
to a cc ept 
The first position in w hich his 
: ability a ttrac ted the atten tio n of the w hole 
country w as that of counsel for the United 
, States in the tribu ra l of arbitratio n w hich 
m et a t G eneva in 18 71-2 
He was associ­ 
ated in this delicate negotiation w ith Caleb 


“T ha t is m ore m oney tha n I ever had a t 
an y one tim e in my life.”

Ju d g e W aite’s appo in tm en t and confirm a­ 
tion form ed a striking episode of the time.

his forte was engraving and printing, 
trades which he learned from his fa­ 
ther in this city. Tbe father 
e n g ra v e d 
and printed bills for the old 8 tate 
banks in an upjier room of his own in 
the city, and an old man used to sit 
beside the hand-printing press and 
count every bill tha t 
was printed. 
YVhen I was a lad I was in tha t room 
m any times: Once I saw Bill brocka- 
way and Cy. Young writing the signa­ 
ture of a bank officer on slips of pa­ 
per. 
Bill said they were trying to see 
what they could do with a pen and he 
asked me to try it. 
I did and m ade 
an alm ost jiertect copy of the signa­ 
ture. 
I didn’t give tne m atter a sec­ 
ond thought untii a long tim e after­ 
wards, when Bill waa arrested on sus­ 
picion. 
Bank bills had been printed 
and circulated in spite of the sharp 
old fellow who was paid

But I a m sure Bill Brockaway never 
w rote the sig na tures on the bills, for 
he w asn’t gifted tha t way.

Judge Wilkin, of St. Paul, again de­ 
cides it to be unconstitutional, in the 
cast* of the Bohn Manufacturing com­ 
pany vs. Jameson et al. A lien has 
been tiled five months 
after the

under lien, shall take precedence of 
all other claims, and section 10, which 
provides that no incumbrance upon 
land, created before or nft»*r the mak­ 
ing of contracts for labor or material, 
shall tak«* precedence of tin* lien, were 
all claimed to be unconstitutional, as 
they take property without due process 
of law.

The Lucas Lien Law. 
There seems to be a good deal of 
doubt alxmt the constitutionally of the 
Lucas lien law. 
In Stillwater Judge 
McClner decided it unconstitutional. 
Here Tudge Loehren decided the re­ 
verse. 
Both cases 
went 
to the 
supreme court, and in each was the 
law 
decided constitutional. 
Now 
Judge Wilkin, of St, Paul, again de­ 
cides it to Im* unconstitutional, in the 
case of the Bohn M anufacturing com­ 
pany vs. Jameson et a1. 
A lien has 
been tiled live months 
after the 
material was furnished, while the law 
only allows ‘JO days. 
Judge Wilkin 
gives no reasons for his decision. The 
argum ent of the plaintiff s attorney 
shows that the title of the act is un­ 
constitutional, in that it says “lien on 
{ill property^” whereas by the constitu­ 
tion of the state, certain exceptions 
{iud exemjitions are allowed. 
It is 
further argued that section 5, provid­ 
ing that the fact of persons furnish­ 
ing lalxjr or material without lM*ing 
enjoined by law. by the owner, from 
so doing is evidence that it was fur­ 
nished with the consent of the owner; 
section 8, which 
provides that 
a 
sheriffs bill of sale of property sold 
under lien, shall take precedence of 
all other claims, aud s(*ction IO, which 
provides that no incumbrance ujmmi 
land, creak'd before or after the mak­ 
ing of contracts for labor or material, 
shall take precedence of the lien, were 
all claimed to Im* unconstitutional, as 
they takeprojs'rty without due process 
of law. 
It is further argued that the 
law is uncertain. 
It is said that J udge 
Hicks approved it before it was signed 
by Gov. McGill.

In contradistinction to these monsters 
is the dwarf eucalipy tus,called the mal­ 
ice, a small tree only 15 or 2 0 feet 
high.

Chaplin returned to M ar­ 
shall, and stealing Dr. Sm ith’s

began the practice of medicine.

married Nellie VY’ebster. from whom he got 
$90<> and went to Fresno, Cal., where, as 
Mr. Baker, he married Clara Jones. From 
her he obtained a large sum and left, never 
to return. Two years later he turned up iD 
B aton Rogue, La., where, as Dr. Barton, he 
married a wealthy widow. 
From there he 
soon went toConcord. Ky., where he married 
another widow. 
Then he went to Osage. 
Iowa, where be married Cora E. Baker, a 
music teacher. 
He took this wife to S eat­ 
tle, Wash., where a month later he aban­ 
doned her while she was sick, taking $900,

Washington, Special Telegram, March 23. 
—Hon. Morrison R Waite, chief justice of the 
United States supreme court, died suddenly 
at 6 o’clock this morning at bis home in this 
city. 
“I feel easier; I think I will go to 
sleep,” were his last words, spoken a few 
moments before he died. 
He immediately 
turned over in bed, and almost without the 
knowledge of the professional nurse in a t­ 
tendance he entered upon the sleep from 
which there is no mortal waking. 
The cause 
of his death was probably typhoid pneu­ 
monia, although that statement cannot be 
made upon the authority of the attending 
physician. 
It was not until yesterday that 
the illness was supposed to be serious, und 
then the gravity of the case was not com­ 
prehended. 


“T h a t is more money than I ever had at 
any one time in my life.” In his testimony 
Gregory said: 
I t was a fact th a t contractors began cut­ 
ting before their contracts had received the 
approval of the Indian office, and that 
this had always been the practice. 
It was 
necessarily so, though if the orders of the 
department were iseued earlier in the sea­ 
son—say by July or August—there would 
be time enough to get the contracts made 
and forwarded for approval 
before t he 
logging season began. 
Contractors wished

to the Indians to have white men in the 
reservation, and said the Indians wanted 
them there. 
An Indian would agree with 
three or four different parties to sell his 
lumber—With anybody, in fact, who would 
advance him money. 
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Cleveland as Arbiter. 
President Cleveland, in the exerciee of his 
functions as a rb itrato r between the Re­ 
publics o! Costa Rica and Nicaragua, 
has 
announced his decision on thequestions in 
dispute. 
He decides them in points a t is 
Bue as follows; 
The treaty of limit* of April 15, 188.3, is 
valid. 
Costa Rica, under the treaty, has 
not the rights of navigation of the river 
San Ju an with vessels of war, 
but may 
navigate 
it 
with 
vessels 
of 
the 
levenue 
service 
for 
t he 
“ purposes of commerce.” 
The Republic 
of Costa Rica has the right to demand in­ 
demnification for any places belonging to 
her on the right bank 
of the river Han 
Juan, which may be occupied without her 
consent, and for any lands on the same 
bank which may be flooded or damaged in 
any other way in consequence of works of 
improvement. The branch of the River San 
Ju a n known as the Colorado river, must not 
l/e considered as the boundary line be­ 
tween Costa Rica and Nicaragua in any 
part of its course. 
The Republic of Nicara­ 
gua remains bound not to make 
any 
grants for canal purposes across her terri­ 
tory without asking the opinion of the 
Republic of Costa 
Rica. 
The treaty of 
limits does not give to Costa Rica the right 
to 
be a party to grants which Nicaragua 
may make for interoceanic canals, though 
in cases where the construction of 
the 
canal 
will 
involve 
an 
inquiry 
to 
the natural rights of Costa Rica her opin­ 
ion or advice should be more than “advis­ 
o ry” or “consultative.” 
It would seem in 
such cases th a t her consent is necessary, 
and th a t she may thereupon demand com­ 
pensation for the concessions she is asked 
to make, but she is not entitled as a r:ght 
to share in the profits th a t Nicaragua may 
reserve for herself as a compensation for 
such favors and privileges 
as she in her 
turn may concede. 


A St. Paul M urder. 
Jo h n C. McFeely's dead body was found 
at South St. Paul, with a bullet 
hole j 
through the head, and there 
has been a 
doubt as to whether the crime was suicide i 
or murder. 
At the coroner's in iuest the 
examining surgeon. Dr. T. Charles Bower, 
found th a t the bullet entered the center of 
the forehead, took a downward 
course, 
shattering the nasal structure, and struck 
the spinal column Immediately beneath the 
soft palate. There it curved or glanced and 
lodger! a t the base of the b*-ain, just below 
the medulla oblongata. 
The immediate 
cause of death was cerebral 
hemorrhage. 
Dr. Bower discovered the hall, a 32-calibre, 
and it was such a one as would have been 
shot from the revolver which was found 
with two chambers empty underneath the 
body. 
One hand was folded across the 
body, while the left arm laid straight 
at 
the side. 
The little finger and the palm of 
the right hand was lacerated and in such 
a manner as to raise the suspicion of foul 
play instead of suicide. 
The absence of money and valuables o! 
any description leads to the belief th a t the 
man was murderer!. 
A 
diamond 
ring 
which fie is known to have owned wus ap ­ 
parently torn from the lacerated hand, 
a 
gold scarf pin is missing, 
and those who 
knew him thought that, in all likelihood, 
he had some money on his person when lie 
disappeared. 
His friends claimed th a t lie 
owned no revolver and th at the one found 
under the body was probably not his.

Balanced Rations. 
It follows th a t when long forage, or, 
as it is called in some sections, “rough­ 
ness,” is being fed, which belongs in a 
marked degree to the class first men­ 
tioned, any grain which is used to sup­ 
plement the ration should be of the 
opposite ch aracter, and vice versa. 
Suppose a lot of animals, perhaps 
young and growing, to be fed alm ost 
exclusively on straw , stalks of com ­ 
mon hay, not first quality. 
They 
may not be doing well, and it is pro­ 
posed to help them along with some 
grain food. 
Should cornmeal be se­ 
lected? 
Manifestly not. for this is 
virtually only so much more of the 
same class of fodder, in a condensed 
form. 
In such a case, one pound of 
wheat bran or cottonseed meal would 
be worth from three to six pounds of 
cornmeal, and perhaps more. 
But 
when clover hay is the principal or ex­ 
clusive long-torage, bran and sprouts 
and cottonseed are not the right a d ­ 
ditions; th at is the time for cornmeal 
and 
middlings.—Major 
Alvord 
in

M ORRISON a W A ITE. 
A professional nurse was in charge of the 
sick room. 
Shortly after 6 o’clock thi* 
morning the chief justice said: 
“I feel a 
little easier. 
I think I will go to sleep,” 
and turned over in his bed. 
In a few mo­ 
ments he was dead 
The nuine could not 
realize the f a c t 
There was no struggle, no 
Buffering. 
The chief justice literally fell 
asleep. 
The two mem tiers of the family 
could not realize the terrible blow that had 
come upon them. 
Mips Waite in completely 
prostrated. 
Associate Justice Miller, the senior member 
of the court, sent invitations to his fellow 
members to meet him at the consultation 
raom of the court, where they all assembled 
at 11 o’clock. 
The attorney general and 
leading members of the liar were prepent. 
The chair of the chief justice was simply 
draped iu crape, but in no other respect did 
the appearance of the chamber give any in­ 
dication of the mournful nature of the occa­ 
sion. 
When the court and the assemblage 
were seated, Justice Miller, In a low, broken 
voice, said. 
It ts my painful duty to announee to the 
bar of this court that its honored chief jus­ 
tice departed this life this morning at 6 :3 0 
o’clock. 
This is not the occasion to make 
any extended observations on the subject, 
which will be done in due time. 
The court 
will adjourn until 12 o’clock on Monday, 
April 2. 
The senate and house both adjourned 
as the death was formally announced. 


TH E D ISTIN G U ISH ED D E A D . 


Morrison Iiemick Waite received his ap­ 
pointment as chief justice Jan. 21, l 8 7 t , 
and wan the successor of Chief J ustice Chase. 
He was the seventh in the fine of dis­ 
tinguished jurists who have held the office. 
In the rural town of Lyrue, Conn., the old 
bouse In which be wan born, Nov 29, 1816, 
•till stands. 
At the age of seventeen he en­ 
tered Yale college, from which he graduated 
In 1837 in tne class which included William 
M. Evarts, Edward Herrepont. Prof. B en ja­ 
min Huffman and other distinguished men. 
He began the study of law with bis father in 
Lyme aud concluded his preparation for the 
bar in the office of Samuel L Young, then a 
prominent lawerin Maumee City, Ohio. 
He ! 
formed a partnership with Mr. Young shortly 
after being admitted in 1839, and the year 
after be took as his life partner a young lady j 
of 
hia 
native 
town. 
He 
was 
elected i 
to 
the 
Ohio 
legislature 
in 
1849. 1 
and 
the 
following 
year 
the 
firm of 
Young A Waite removed to Toledo, Ohio, j 
where they built up a very large and retnu- \ 
nerative practioa 
A younger brother of Mr. ! 
Waite was admitted to the firm sooo after, | 
and the partnership continued up to his up- ; 
poiutment to 
the chief 
justiceship. 
Mr 
Waite was a Whig until that party disbanded, ! 
when he joined the Republican party. 
He j 
reluctantly became a candidate for congress 
in 1862, and later was the nominee of the ■ 
“Administration party." but his canvasses 
were unsuccessful 
Other nominations and 
various appointments were tendered him i 
from time to time, ail of which he refused j 
to accept 
The first position in which bis 
ability attracted the attention of the whole 
country was that of counsel for the United , 
States in the tribural of arbitration which I 
met at Geneva in 1871-2 
He was assoc:- ! 
ated in thia delicate negotiation with Caleb 
Cushing and William M. Evans. 
His tact ( 
and good judgment largely served to terini- i 
nate the difficulty arising out of our civil j 
war between the United States and the ■ 
United Kingdom. 
The year after his return, 
in 1872, he presided over the constitutional 
convention of Ohio. 


PERSONAX. APPEARAN CE. 
Though the chief justice was in his sev­ 
enty-second year, one who had met him in 
the street even recently would have ven­ 
tured the prediction that be would live 
many years yet to grace the bench. 
He was 
of medium height, with broad shoulders and 
sturdy figure. Everything about his appear­ 
ance indicated a splendid phys.que. 
He 
stood straight and was dignified in carriage. 
His large head w as crowned with a thin 
growth of iron gray hair. 
His forehead was 
broad und full, the eyebrows dark and 
heavy. 
The mouth and nose were large and 
fall of character. 
He w ore a beard about 
his face, but his upper lip was clean shave a 
His figure was a familiar one on the streets, 
as he almost invariably walked to and from 
his house and the supreme court cham ­ 
ber in the capitoL 
In 
the summer of 
1883. 
Chief 
Justice 
Waite 
was 
one 
of the party with President Arthur, Gen. 
Sherman, Gen. Sheridan and others who 
went on a trip through Yellowstone Park. 
On that trip be met with an accident that 
caused considerable alarm 
at the 
tim e 
While en route from the Mammoth Hot 
Springs to the falls the chief justice’s saddle 
slipped from under faiin and he had a bad 
fall. 
At first he felt but little pain from the 
effect* of his tumble, but after riding two or 
three days he was obliged to stop, and the 
surgeons who accompanied Mb party made 
an examination which elicited iroin them 
the opinion that the chief justice had suf­ 
fered a slight fracture of the ninth and tenth 
riba 
The 
chief justice 
was obliged 
to 
abandon 
his trip and return Lust. 
Go­ 
ing to his old hoiue at Lyme, Conn., 
he soon recovered from the effects of his 
accident 
The Waite family is one of the 
oldest families in the country and the coat 
of arms granted to it bears tbe date of 1512. 
Thomas Waite, who was a member of parlia­ 
ment, Bigned the death warrant of Charles 
IL. and the family moved to this country 
soon after the Restoration. 
It was about 
thirty years after the landing of the Pilgrims 
that Thomas Waite settled in Connecticut, 
and this man's son was one of the first presi­ 
dential electore after the War of the Revo­ 
lution, and cast his vote for George Wash­ 
ington. 
Justice Waite’s father was chief 
justice of the supreme court of Connecticut 
and he studied law under Matthew Griswold, 
one of the most noted statesmen of early 
days. 
Like Judge Waite, he was a graduate 
of Yale and eminent as a jurist 
He left the 
supreme bench, however, at the age of sev­ 
enty, and died at eighty-two. 


H IS A PPO IN TM EN T R E C A LLED . 
Judge Waite’s appointment and confirma­ 
tion formed a striking episode of the time. 
Ex-President Grant had nominated success­ 
ively Attorney General Williams and Caleb 
Cushing, both of whom encountered much 
opposition, and after a time their names 
were withdrawn and Mr. Waite was nomi­ 
nated. 
He had been an Independent Repub­ 
lican candidate for congress against one of 
the late Charles Sumner’s warm personal 
friends, and had incurred the enmity of Mr. 
Sumner, who 
at that time aiso enter­ 
tained 
no 
very 
friendly 
relations to­ 
ward 
the 
Grant 
administration. 
The 
proceedings 
of 
the 
senate 
are 
stiff 
covered by the veil of executive secrecy, yet 
it was well known that Mr Sumner’s two- 
hour speech in opposition to Mr. Waite was 
one of the strongest efforts of his life. 
He 
dwelt upon the eminnet services and attain­ 
ments of each one in the long line of in­ 
cumbents of the office of chief justice and 
spoke in bitter terms of disparagement of 
Mr. Waite’s qualifications, 
.sixty-three sen­ 
ators were present. 
No voice was raised in 
defense of the nominee, yet when the ques­ 
tion of confirmation came to a vote (which 
was immediately upon the conclusion of Mr. 
Sumner’s speech) sixty-two senators voted m 
the affirmative and Mr. Sumner did not vote 
at all. 


The Strike Continues. 
The favorable reports th a t the strike on 
tb » Burlington road was in a fair way to 
be settled were rudely dissipated, when the 
news came th a t the switchmen and bruke- 
men on the entire “Q” system went out on 
a strike in support of the engineers. Their 
last strike was 
inaguruted a t Chicago 
among tlie switchmen and tirakernen em­ 
ployed by the Chicago, Burjingtou & Quin­ 
cy railway. 
Whispers of such a move 
have been heard ever since the beginning of 
the strike of the Burlington engineers and 
firemen. 
Considerable 
active 
sym ­ 
pathy 
has 
been 
shown 
by 
these two 
classes of employes with the engineers and 
firemen, and in addition a plea of self pro­ 
tection had frequently been entered. 
The 
plea was th a t the switchmen and brake- 
men were in constant danger to life and 
lirnb from the alleged incompetence of the 
engineers and firemen who have taken the 
places of the Burlington members of the 
Brotherhood. 
The switchmen 
intimate 
th a t they had assurances th a t none of the 
many Knights of Labor among the new 
engineers and firemen on 
the Burlington 
would work with non-union switchmen. 
The first act of violence is reported from 
Bt. Joseph, Mo. 
Patrick Brown, the only 
Brotherhood man who deserted the strik ­ 
ers. was met by three strikers, Charles 
Roderick, engineer, 
and Charles Christo­ 
pher and George Whaley, firemen, who ad- 
| dressed him 
in 
uncomplimentary 
lan­ 
guage. 
Brown 
attempted 
to draw a 
j revolver, but before he could do so 
was 
K n o c k e d down by Roderick and beaten 
j badly. 
The men were arrested and fined 
for assault aud battery.

The Blair hill which seeks to discrimi­ 
nate in favor of wounded ex-rebel soldiers 
over other southern ex-soldiers or civil­ 
ians in appointments to office came up. 
Mr. Hale •&id it was very clear to him 
th a t the same discrimination now made 
by statu te for the loyal soldier was to be 
made, under this bill, for the disloyal sol- 
dier. 
The crowning merit of the latter 
would be 
th a t he had served and been 
wounded or disabled in the army of the 
confederacy; 
and th a t 
was 
to 
place 
him 
above 
the 
man 
who 
had 
been 
disabled 
in 
the 
Mexican war for 
the whole republic. 
It is made a merit by 
this bill that the upplicant for office has 
served in the confederate army and had 
there been disabled. 
Messrs. 
Hampton, 
Riddleberger 
and 
George expressed their appreciation of the 
kindly feeling which had prompted the in­ 
troduction ol the bill, but disclaimed all 
desire on the part of ex-confederates for 
its passage. 
Mr. Spooner thought th at the appoint­ 
ments of confederate 
leaders, 
under the 
present administration, were sufficiently 
potential in influence to take ample care 
of wounded confederate soldiers without 
the intervention of congress. 
Mr. H oar said th a t the difficulty with 
the proposition was tiiat because it was a 
merit to have Buffered in the cause of the 
country, it was au equal merit to have 
suffered in the cause of the confederacy. 
T h a t is precisely 
what the bill is. 
The 
proposition is th a t in dealing with this 
class of persons we shall eay th a t the fact 
th a t men have rendered services to the 
whole country shall not weigh in the scale 
against the fact th at other men have serv­ 
ed in the army of the confederacy and 
have been there wounded or incurred dis­ 
ease.

Mr. 0 Neill, of Missouri, introduced a 
bill to protect free labor and the industries 
in which it is employed from the injurious 
effect® of convict labor, 
by confining the 
sale of goods, wares and merchandise man- 
ulactured by convict labor to the state in 
which they are products). 
Mr. O’Neill, of Missouri, from the com 
mittce on labor, reported the bill to es­ 
tablish a department of labor. 
Also the bill to prevent the production 
of convict labor from t/eingfurnished to or 
for use in any department of the govern­ 
ment. 
House calendar. 
A bill was reported to authorize the 
President to confer brevet rank on army 
officers for gallant services in Indian cam­ 
paigns. 
A bill was reported to prevent tbe em­ 
ployment of convict and alien labor on 
public works. 
The bill referring to the court of claims 
for adjustment of the accounts of laborers, 
workmen and mechanics under the eight- 
hour law was then taken up.

divkli a portion ot the reserva­ 
tion ol the Sioux nation o! Indians in Da­ 
k o ta into separate reservation*, 
and to 
secure 
the relinquishment of the Indian 
title to the remainder.” 
T o provide for tbe sale of the site of Ft. 
Omaha, Neb., and for a new site and con­ 
struction of suitable buildings thereon. 


Bills were passed to prevent the product 
of convict labor from being furnished to 
or for the use of any department of the 
government, and from being used in public 
buildings or other public works, 
and to 
prevent the employment ol alien tabor ou 
public buildings or other public works and 
in the various 
departments of the 
gov­ 
ernment. 
The House then went into committee of 
the whole on the bill to establish a de­ 
partm ent of labor. 
An .amendment was 
adopted 
striking 
out the provision for an 
assistant com­ 
missioner of labor. 
Mr. Randall offered an amendment to 
extend the inquiry to the amount of wage* 
paid in various industries, accompanying 
his amendment with the remark th a t “we 
all stand on the question of labor.”

Mr Riddleberger offered a 
resolution 
th at the rules providing for executive see

tion ol the fisheries treaty, and asked un­ 
animous consent of its immediate consid­ 
eration. Mr. Cockrell objected, and the 
resolution lies over. 


The house passed the following bills: 
Authorizing the secretary of the

purposes, whether for the im porter’s own 
use or for sale. 
Authorizing United States marshals to 
arrest offenders and fugitives from justice 
in the Indian Territory.

Mr. Burns, of 
Missouri, submitted the 
conference report on the urgent deficiency 
bill, aud it was agreed to. 
As passed the 
bill approuriates $6 ,8 7 6 ,5 0 0 . 
Mr. Stockdttle, of Mississippi, from the 
same committee, 
reported a resolution 
calling on ths secretary of the interior for 
information as to whether appeals in land 
contest cases are considered in the regular 
order, and how soon after the filing of an 
appeal the case reaches a hearing. 
Adopt­ 
ed. 


Among the petitions and memorials pre­ 
sented and referred were several from 
tha 
Iowa Patrons of Husbandry, asking th a t 
agricultural products bo equally protected 
with manufactured articles; th a t foreign 
immigration be restricted so as to keep 
out all paupers and criminals; 
and that 
all United Htates senators be elected by a 
direct vote of the people. 
Also petitions 
for the protection of wool and woolen 
goods. 
Mr. Allison introduced a bill appropri­ 
ating $ 5 ,0 0 0 to defray the funeral expen­ 
ses of the late chief justice of the supreme 
court of the United States. 
Passed. 
Mr. Cullom, from the committee on ter­ 
ritories, reported unanimously the resolu­ 
tions declaring it to be the sense of the 
8enate th a t new states should be admitted 
into the Union only on the basis of equali­ 
ty with the existing states, an I th a t con­ 
gress ought not to exercise any supervision 
over the provisions of the constitution of 
any such new state further than is neces­ 
sary to guarantee to each state a republi- 
form of government, th a t the territory ol 
Utah should n o t l>e admitted until it is 
certain th a t its civil affairs shall not be 
controlled by the priesthood.

Brockaw ay and other clever men who 
have lived by the exercise of their 
wits and mechanical skill.

way was the cleverest lorger th at had 
ever lived in this country and th at he 
had 
circulated hundreds 
of 
thou­ 
sands of dollars’ worth of counterfeit 
bank-bills, and United States bonds 
and railroad stocks. 
“ Bill Brocka­ 
way never was a forger,” said a man 
who has lived in Newark for sixty- 
six years, “for he never was skillful 
with a pen and never could be. 
But 
his forte was engraving and printing, 
trades which he learned from his fa­ 
ther in this city. The father engraved 
and printed bills for the old State 
banks in an upper room of his own in 
the city, and an old man used to sit 
beside the hand-printing press and 
count every bill that 
was printed. 
When I was a lad I was in th at room 
many times: 
Once I saw Bill Brocka­ 
way and Cv. Young writing the signa­ 
ture of a bank officer on slips of pa­ 
per. 
Bill said they were trying to see 
what they could do with a pen and he 
asked me to try it. 
I did and made 
an alm ost pertect copy of the fcigna- 
ture. 
I didn’t give tne m atter a sec­ 
ond thought until a long time after­ 
wards, when Bill was arrested on sus­ 
picion. 
Bank bills had been printed 
and circulated in spite of the sharp 
old fellow who was paid 
by 
the 
bank to sit beside the printing press. 
But I am sure Bill Brockaway never 
wrote the signatures on the bills, for 
he wasn’t gifted th at way. 
But there 
are few men living who can excel him 
a t engraving a plate and printing bills 
on bonds from it. 
George Engel, the 
forger, was charged with doing the 
pen work for Bill of late years, 
was first arrested over fifty 
ago.”

The eucalyptus or rubber tree of Aus­ 
tralia has been introduced into Cali­ 
fornia, where it thrives and grows 
very rapidly. There are several vari­ 
eties of this tree, one of which, the eu­ 
calyptus globulus, reaches in Western 
Australia the enormous height of 300 
feet. 
The eucalyptus callosa some­ 
times attains the height of 400 feet. 
These, however, are both eclipsed by 
a fallen giant in Victoria, aeucalyptus 
amygdalitis, which measures 480 feet. 
In contradistinction to these monsters 
is the dwarf eucalipy tus,called the b a i ­ 
lee, a small tree only 15 or 20 feet 
high. The stems and branches often 
are very slender and the foliage close 
and overhanging. 
As it grows in im­ 
mense forests it becomes a very seri­ 
ous matter to lose one’s way Among 
the maliee scrub, and a traveler’s fate 
would be somewhat 
precarious in 
such a case.

Bm Suddenly E x p ire s B efore H is Her lows 
Illn ess Is G enerally isn ew n —H is E ast Mo­ 
m en ts—T ou ch in g 
C onsideration tor H is 
W ife. 
W ash in g ton, Special Telegram, March 23. 
—Horn Morrison R Waite, chief justice of the 
United States supreme court, died suddenly' 
at 6 o’clock this m orning a t bis home in this 
city. 
“I feel easier; I think I will go to 
sleep," were his last words, spoken a few 
moments before he died. 
He immediately 
turned over in bed, and almost w ithout the 
knowledge of the professional nurse In a t­ 
tendance he entered upon the sleep from 
which there is no m ortal w aking. 
The cause 
of his death was probably typhoid pneu­ 
monia, although th at statem ent cannot be 
made upon the authority of tho attending 
physician. 
It was not until yesterday that 
the Illness was supposed to be serious, and 
then the gravity of the case was not com­ 
prehended. 


A P o ly g a m o u s Doctor. 
Dr. J. M. Chaplin, the bigam ist physi­ 
cian, was arraigned before Justice Burial 
a t Findlay, Ohio, and waiving exam ina­ 
tion was bound over to aw ait tho action 
of the grand jury in the sum rd $ lo ,BOO. 
which he failed to secure, and was again 
rem anded to jail. 
Evidence continues to 
m ultiply, which shows Chaplin to be w ith­ 
o u t a rival in his p articular line—th a t 
of 
gaining 
tho 
affection 
and 
con­ 
fidence of women with money, whom 
he 
would rob and then desert, only to seek 
fresh victim s. 
His true name is Judson 
Chaplin, anti he was born in M arshall, 
III., a b o u t th irty -six years ago, and was the 
son of a cooper. 
When he was tw enty 
years old he went toGreenvillo, Ind., where 
he m arried. This was his first venture. 
He 
stayed 
wifch 
his 
wife 
a b o u t 
tw o weeks, 
when he began 
to abuse 
ber. and was driven aw ay from the tow n 
by lier father. Chaplin returned to M ar­ 
shall. and stealing Dr. Sm ith's medical 
diplom a, skipped to P ana, III., where he 
l>egau the practice of medicine. 
There he 
m arried Nellie W ebster, from whom be got 
$900 and went to Fresno, Cal., where, as 
Mr. Baker, he m arried Clara Jones. From 
her he obtained a large sum and left, never 
to return. Two years later he turned u p id 
B aton Rogue. La., where, as I lr. B arton, he 
m arried a wealthy widow. 
From there he 
soon went toConcord. Ky., where he m arried 
another widow. 
Then he went to Osage, 
Iowa. where be m arried Cora E. Baker, a 
music teacher. 
He took this wife to Heat 
tie, W ash., where a m onth later he ab an ­ 
doned her while she was sick, taking $900, 
all 
her 
savings 
for 
years, and left 
her jienmlcss. 
This wife proved 
his 
Nemesis. 
She hunted up his record, and 
hen she saw the announcem ent of his 
m arriage to a wealthy widow of Bowling 
Green, 
she 
subm itted 
lu r 
evidence 
to 
the 
prosecuting 
attorn ey , 
aud 
Chaplin's 
arrest 
followed. 
He doesn’t 
l»ear the appearance of a m asher, being or­ 
dinary looking aud not particu larly pre­ 
possessing 
or 
handsom e. 
Chaplin ac­ 
knowledges th a t he is iii a tight box, and 
intim ates th a t he will plead guilty.

MORRISON a. WAITE. 
A professional nurse was in charge of the 
sick room. 
Shortly after 6 o’clock this 
morning the chief justice said: “I feel a 
little easier. 
I think I will go to sleep," 
and turned over in his bed. 
In a few m o­ 
m ents he was dead. 
The nut se could not 
realize the fa c t 
There was no struggle, no 
suffering. 
The chief justice literally fell 
asleep. 
The two mein liers of the family 
could not realize the terrible blow th at bad 
come upon them. 
Miss Waite la completely 
prostrated. 
Associate Justice Miller, the senior member 
of the court, sent invitations to his fellow 
members to m eet him a t the consultation 
room of the court, where they ail assembled 
at l l o’clock. 
The attorney general and 
leading members of the bar were present 
The chair of the chief justice was simply 
draped iu crape, but in no other respect did 
the appearance of the cham ber give any in­ 
dication of the mournful nature of the occa­ 
sion. 
When the court and the assemblage 
were seated, Justice Miller, In a low, broken 
voioe, said: 
It ts my painful duty to announce to the 
bar of this court that its honored chief jus- 
! tics departed this life this morning at ti :30 
o’clock. 
This is not the occasion to make 
any extended observations on the subject, 
which will bedene in due time. 
The court 
will adjourn until 12 o’clock on Monday, 
1 April 2. 
The senate and house both adjourned 
a* the death was form ally announced. 


TUE DISTINGUISHED DEAD. 
Morrison Remick Waite received his ap­ 
pointm ent as chief justice Jan. 21, 1874, 
and was the successor of Chief J ustice Chase. 
He was the seventh in the line of dis­ 
tinguished jurist* who have held the office. 
In the rural town of Lyme, Conn., the old 
bouse in which be was born, Not. 20, 1816, 
still stands 
At the age of seventeen he en­ 
tered Yale college, from which he graduated 
in 1837 in the class which Included William 
M. Evarts, Edward Pierrepont. Prof. Benja­ 
min Huffman and other distinguished men. | 
He began the study of law with his father in 
Lyme and concluded his preparation for the 
lair in the office of Samuel ii Young, then a 
prom inent law er in Maumee City, Ohio. 
He 
formed a partnership with Mr. Young shortly 
after being adm itted in 1839, and the year 
after be took as hts life partner a young lady 
of 
his 
native 
town. 
He was 
to 
the 
Ohio 
legislature 
in 
1840, 
and 
the 
following 
year 
the 
firm of 
Young A Waite removed to Toledo, Ohio, 
where they built up a very large and rem u­ 
nerative practice. 
A younger brother of Mr. 
Waite was adm itted to the firm soon after, 
and the partnership continued up to his ap­ 
pointm ent to the chief 
justiceship. 
Mr. 
Waite was a Whig until that party disbanded, 
when he joined the Republican party. 
He 
reluctantly became a candidate for congress 
in 1862, and later was the nominee of the 
‘■Administration party.” but his canvasses 
were unsuccessful 
Other nominations and 
various appointm ents were tendered him 
from tim e to time, a llo t which be refused 
to accept 
The first position in which his 
ability attracted the attention of the whole 
oountry was that of counsel for the United 
States in the trib u ral of arbitration w hich 
m et a t Geneva in 1871-2. 
He was associ­ 
ated in this delicate negotiation with Caleb 
Cushing aud William M. Evarts. 
His tact 
and good judgm ent largely served to term i­ 
nate the difficulty arising out of our civil 
war between the United States and the 
United Kingdom. 
The year after his return. 
in 1872, he presided over the constitutional 
convention of Ohio.

departm ent were iseued earlier in the sea- 
so n -* a y by July or August—there would 
be tim e enough to get the contracts made 
and forwarded for approval 
before the 
logging season began. C ontractors wished 
to get to work early,build their cam ps and 
cut roads, and if they waited for the aj>- 
proval of the departm ent the g reater part 
of the season would be lost. There was 
no politics in the letting of contracts. 
About OO jwsr cent of the contractors are, 
in fact, Republicans. 
The Indians were 
getting flatter prices for their trees now 
th an ever before. 
It was an advantage 
to tho Indians to have white men iii the 
reservation, and said the Indians wanted 
t Item there. 
An Indian would agree with 
three or four different parties to sell his 
lum ber—W ith anybody, in fact, who would 
advance him money. 


T h e Strike C ontinues. 
The favorable reports th a t the strike on 
til > Burlington road was iii a fair way to 
be settled were rudely dissipated, when the 
news came th a t the switchmen and brake­ 
men on the entire *‘Q” system went o u t on 
a strike in support of the engineers. Their 
last strike was 
inagiiruted a t C hicago 
among t lie switchmen and brakem en em­ 
ployed bv the ( hicugo, B illington A Quin­ 
cy railw ay. 
Whistlers of such a move 
have been heard over since the beginning of 
the strike of the Burlington engineers arid 
firemen. 
Considerable 
active 
sj’tn- 
p athy 
has been shown 
by 
these two 
classes of employes with the engineers and 
firemen, and in addition a plea of self pro­ 
tection had frequently been enterer!. 
The 
plea was th a t the switchmen and brake­ 
men were in co n stan t danger to lifo arid 
limb from the alleged incompetency of the 
engineers and firemen who have taken the 
place# of the Burlington members of the 
B rotherhood. The switchmen 
intim ate 
th a t they had assurances th a t none of the 
many Knights of L abor among the new 
engineers and firemen on the Burlington 
would work with non-union switchmen. 
The Aret act of violence is reported from 
St. Joseph, Mo. 
P atrick Brown, the only 
B rotherhood m an who deserted the strik ­ 
ers, was m et by three strikers. Charles 
Roderick, engineer, anil Charles Christo­ 
pher and George Whaley, firemen, who ad ­ 
dressed him 
in 
uncom plim entary 
lan­ 
guage. 
Brown 
attem pted 
to draw 
a 
revolver, b u t before lie could do so 
was 
knocked down by Roderick and beaten 
j badly. The men were arrested and lined 
for assault aud b attery .

A L o n s Separation. 
After a separation of half a century, 
George B. Ryerson and his only child were 
reunited a t Chicago. 
During ail these 
year# both believed the other dead. 
Mr. 
Ryerson fifty years ago left his wife arid 
daughter in P aterson, N. J., aud went to 
Florida, enlisting as a soldier in the Semi­ 
nole war. 
He was wounded, and for many 
m onths he was a t the point of death. 
W ithout friends or money 
it was a long 
tim e before he re a d ed home. Then he 
learned th a t his wife, believing bim dead, 
had moved aw ay. No one could tell w here 
she hail gone. 
After a long. fruit less search 
Mr. Ryerson went to Mexico, rem aining 
many years. He acc u lu la te d considerable 
property, and then moved to California, 
where he lived until his bro tiler M artin 
discovered him six years ago and induced 
him to come to ( liicago. 
Recently Mr. 
Ryerson * acceded ll* tracing his only child. 
She is a Mrs. Sburter, and she lives iu 
Newburg, N. Y. 
In response to a telegram 
she came to Chicago. 
Her m other died 
long ago, anil anti! now she had not the 
faintest suspicion th a t her father was 
alive. 
Mr. Ryerson is eighty-three yea rn 
of age. 


A St. Paul M urder. 
John C. McFeely's dead body wa- found 
a t South St. l ’aul, with a buffet hole 
through the head, and there has been a 
doubt as to whether the crime was suicide 
or m urder. 
At the coroner s in iuest the 
examining surgeon, Dr. T. Charles Bower, 
found th a t the bullet entered the center of 
the forehead, took a downward course, 
shattering the nasal structure, and struck 
the spinal column im m ediately beneath the 
soft palate. There it curved or glanced and 
lodged a t the base of the b**ain, just below 
the medulla oblongata. 
The im m ediate 
cause of death was cerebral hem orrhage. 
Dr. Bower discovered the ball, a.32-raiihre. 
and it was such a one as would have been 
sh o t from the revolver which was found 
with two cham bers em pty underneath the 
body. 
One hand was folded across the 
body, while the left arm laid straig h t a t 
the side. 
The little finger and the palm of 
the right hand was lacerated arid in such 
m anner as to raise the suspicion of foul 
play instead of suicide. 
The absence of money am i valuables ut 
any description leads to the belief th a t the 
m an was murdered. 
A 
diam ond 
ring 
which lie is known to have owned wus a p ­ 
parently torn from the lacerated hand, a 
gold scarf pin is missing, and those who 
knew him thought th at, in all likelihood, 
he had some money on his person when he 
lisappeared. 
His friends claimed th a t lie 
owned no revolver and th a t the one found 
under the body was probably n o t his.

B alanced Rations. 
It follows thftt when long forage, or, 
as it is called in some sections, "rough­ 
ness,” is being fed, which belongs in a 
marked degree to tile class first men­ 
tioned, any grain which is used to sup­ 
plement the ration should be of the 
opposite character, and vice versa. 
Suppose a lot of animals, perhaps 
young and growing, to be fed alm ost 
exclusively on straw, stalks of com ­ 
mon hay, not first quality. They 
may not be doin^ well, and it is pro­ 
posed to help them along with some 
grain food. 
Should cornmeal be se­ 
lected? Manifestly not. for this is 
virtually only so much more of the 
same class of fodder, in a condensed 
form. 
In such a case, one pound of 
wheat bran or cottonseed meal would 
be worth from three to six pounds of 
cornmeal, and perhaps more. 
But 
when clover hay is the principal or ex­ 
clusive long-torage, blan and sprouts 
and cottonseed are not the right a i- 
(lit ions; that is the time for cornmeal 
and 
middlings.—Major 
Alvord 
in 
American Cultivator.

sturoy figure. Everything about hi# appear­ 
ance indicated a splendid phys.quo 
He 
as she in her 
"toed straight and was dignified in carriage. 
I His large head was crowned with a thin 
j growth of iron gray hair. 
His forehead was 
I broad and full, the eyebrows dark and 
heavy. 
The mouth and nose were large and 
fall of character. 
He wore a beard about 
bis face, but his upper lip was clean shaven. 
His figure was a fam iliar one on the streets, 
as he almost invariably walked to and from 
his house and the suprem e court cham­ 
ber in the capitol 
In the sum m er of 
1883, Chief 
Justice 
Waite 
was 
one 
of the party with President Arthur, Gen. 
Sherman, (Jen. Sheridan and others who 
w ent on a trip through Yellowstone Park. 
On that trip he m et with an accident that 
caused considerable alarm at the time. 
While en route from the Mammoth Hot 
Springs to the fails the chief justice’s saddle 
slipped from under bim and he had a bad 
fall. 
At first he felt but little pain from the 
effects of his tum ble, but after riding two or 
three days he was obliged to stop, and the 
surgeons who accompanied his party made 
an examination which elicited from rhein 
the opinion that the chief justice had suf­ 
fered a slight fracture of the ninth and tenth 
riba 
The chief justice was oblitred to 
abandon his trip and return East. 
Go­ 
ing to his old home at Lyme, Conn., 
he soon recovered from the effects of his 
accident 
The W’aite family is one of the 
oldest families in the country and the cost 
of arm s granted to it bears the date of 1512. 
Thomas Waite, who was a member of parlia­ 
m ent, signed the death w arrant of Charles 
IL, and the family moved to this country 
soon after the Restoration. 
It was about 
thirty years after the landing of the Pilgrims 
that Thomas Waite settled in Connecticut, 
and this m an’s son was one of the first presi­ 
dential elective after the War of the Revo­ 
lution, and cast his vote for George Wash­ 
ington. 
Justice Waite’s father was chief 
justice of the suprem e court of Connecticut 
and he studied law' under Matthew Griswold, 
one of the m ost noted statesm en of early 
day* 
Like Judge Waite, be was a graduate 
of Yale and em inent as a ju rist 
He left the 
supreme bench, however, a t the age of sev­ 
enty, and died a t eighty-two. 


HIS APPOINTMENT KBC ALI.ED. 
Judge Waite’s appointm ent and confirma­ 
tion formed a striking episode of the time. 
Ex-President Grant had nom inated success­ 
ively Attorney General Williams and Caleb 
Cushing, both of whom encountered much 
opposition, and after a tim e their name* 
were withdrawn and Mr. Waite was nomi­ 
nated. 
He bad been an Independent Repub­ 
lican candidate for congress against one of 
the late Charles Sumner’! warm personal 
friends, and had incurred the enm ity of Mr. 
Sumner, who 
a t th at tim e also enter­ 
tained 
no 
very 
friendly 
relations to­ 
ward 
the 
G rant 
administration. 
The 
proceedings 
of 
the 
senate 
ure 
still 
covered by the veil of executive secrecy, yet 
ii was well known th at Mr. Sumner’s two- 
hour speech in opposition to Mr. Waite was 
one of the strongest efforts of his life. 
He 
dwelt upon the em iunet services and attain­ 
ments of each one in the long lins of in­ 
cum bents of the office of chief justice and 
spoke in bitter term# of disparagem ent of 
Mr. Waite’s qualification#. 
Sixty-three sen­ 
ators w'ere present. 
No voice was raised in 
defense of the nominee, yet when the ques­ 
tion of confirmation came to a vote (which 
w'aa im mediately upon the conclusion of Mr. 
Sumner’s speech) sixtv-two senators voted in 
the affirmative and Mr. Sumner did not vote 
at all.

Mr. Hale said it was very clear to him 
th a t the sam e discrim ination now made 
by sta tu te for the loyal soldier was to be 
made, under this bill, for the disloyal sol­ 
dier. 
Tho crowning m erit of the la tte r 
would be th a t he had served and been 
wounded or disabled in the arm y of the 
confederacy; anti th a t 
was 
to 
place 
him 
above 
the 
m an 
who 
bad 
been disabled in the Mexican war for 
the whole republic. 
It is made a m erit by 
this bill th a t the applicant for office has 
served in the confederate arm y and had 
there been disabled. 
Messrs. 
H am pton, 
Riddleberger 
and 
George expressed their appreciation of the 
kindly feeling which had prom pted the in­ 
troduction of the bill, hut disclaimed all 
desire on the p a rt of ex-confederates for 
its passage. 
Mr. Spooner thought th a t the appo in t­ 
m ents of confederate leaders, under the 
present adm inistration, were sufficiently 
potential in influence to take ample care 
of wounded confederate soldiers w ithout 
the intervention of congress. 
Mr. H oar said th a t the difficulty with 
the proposition was th a t because it was a 
m erit to have suffered in the cause of the 
country, it was an equal m erit to have 
suffered in the cause of the confederacy. 
T h at is precisely w hat the bill is. 
The 
proposition is th a t in dealing with this 
class of persons we shall say th a t the fact 
th a t men have rendered services to the 
whole country shall not weigh in the scale 
Against the fact th a t other men have serv­ 
ed in the arm y of the confederacy and 
have been there wounded or incurred dis­ 
ease.

Mr. O'Neill, of Missouri, introduced a 
bill to protect free labor arid the industries 
in which it is employed from the injurious 
effects of convict labor, by confining the 
sale of goods, ware* and merchandise m an­ 
ufactured by convict labor to the sta te In 
which they are produced. 
Mr. O’Neill, of M issouri, from the corn 
m ittie on labor, reported the bill to es- 
ta llish a departm ent of labor. 
Also the hill to prevent the production 
of convict labor from tieing furnished to or 
for use in any departm ent of the govern­ 
m ent. House calendar. 
A bill was reported to authorize the 
Uresident to confer brevet rank on arm y 
officers for gallant services in Indian cam ­ 
paigns. 
A bill was reported to prevent the em­ 
ploym ent of convict and alien labor on 
public works. 
The bill referring to the court of claims 
for adjustm ent of the accounts of laborers, 
workmen and mechanics under the eight- 
hour law was then taken up. 
SENATE. 


The senato then proceeded to take up 
and act upon the bills on the calendar in 
their regular order, passing such aa were 
n o t objectionable; among others the follow­ 
ing 
To allow soldiers and sailors who 
have lost both hands, or the use of both 
hands, a pension of $100 a m onth; House 
bill to facilitate the prosecution of works 
projected for im provem ent of rivers and 
harbors, with am endm ents, on which a 
conference com m ittee was ordered, and 
Senators Dolph. Fry and Wset were ap- 
Foint-ed. 
G ranting to the W ashington A 
daho R ailroad com pany the right of way 
through the Coeur d'Alene Indian reserva­ 
tion. 
The other public bills on the calen*far 
th a t were passed were the following House 
bill, to divide the great Sioux Indian res­ 
ervation into separate sm aller reserva­ 
tions, with a substitute. lieing the .Senate 
bill “ to divide a portion of the reserva­ 
tion of the .Sioux nation of Indians in Da­ 
k o ta into separate reservations, and to 
secure the relinquishm ent of the Indian 
title to the rem ainder.” 
To provide fur t-ue sale of th* tit* of Ft. 
O m aha, Neb., and for a new site and con­ 
struction of suitable buildings thereon. 


Bills were passed to prevent the product 
of convict labor from being furnished to 
or for the use of any departm ent of the 
governm ent, and from being used in public 
buildings a r other public works, and to 
prevent the em ploym ent of alien labor on 
public building* or other public works and 
in the various departm ents of the gov­ 
ernm ent. 
The House then went. into com m ittee of 
the whole on the bill to establish a de­ 
partm ent of labor. 
An am endm ent was adopted 
striking 
out the provision for an assista n t com- 
missioner of labor. 
Mr. Randall offered an am endm ent to 
extend the inquiry to the am ount of wage* 
paid in various industries, accom panying 
his am endm ent with the rem ark th a t “ we 
all stan d on the question of lab o r.” 


SENATE. 
Among the bills reported from com m it­ 
tees and placed on the calendar were the

Mr. Hale presented the conference report 
on the urgent deficiency biff.

The house passed the following bills:

A bill providing th a t on trial of all civil 
and crim inal cases in circuit and d istrict 
courts the judge shall charge the jury in 
writing, if so required by either p arty . 
Mr. Burns, of Missouri, subm itted the 
conference report on the urgent deficiency 
bill, aud it was agreed to. 
Ab passed th e 
biff approuriates $6,876,500. 
Mr. Stockdale, of Mississippi, from the 
sam e com m ittee, 
reported a resolution 
calling on the secretary of the interior for 
inform ation as to w hether appeals in land 
contest cases are considered in the regular 
order, and how soon after the filing of an 
appeal the case reaches a hearing.

bank-bills, and United States bonds 
and railroad stocks. 
“ Bill Brocka­ 
way never was a forger,” said a man 
who has lived in Newark for sixty- 
six years, “for tie never was skillful 
with a pen and never could be. But 
his forte was engraving and printing, 
trades which he learned from his fa 
tiler in this city. The father engraved 
and printed bills for the old State 
banks in an upper room of his own in 
the city, and an old man used to sit 
beside the hand-printing press and 
count every bill th a t was printed. 
When I wa* a lad I was in th a t room 
m any times: Once I saw Bill Brocka­ 
way and Cy. Young writing the signa­ 
ture of a bank officer on slips of pa­ 
per. 
Bill said they were trying to see 
what they could do with a pen and he 
asked me to try it. 
I did and made 
an almost perfect copy of the signa­ 
ture. 
I didn’t give the m atter a sec­ 
ond thought until a long time after­ 
wards, when Bill was arrested on sus­ 
picion. 
Bank bills had been printed 
and circulated in spite of the sharp 
old fellow who was paid 
by 
the 
bank to sit beside the printing press. 
But I am sure Bill Brockaway never 
wrote the signatures on the bills, for 
he w asn't gifted th a t way. 
But there 
are few men living who can excel him 
a t engraving a plate and printing bills 
on bonds from it. George Engel, the 
forger, was charged with doing the 
pen work for Bill of late years, 
was first arrested over fifty 
ago.”

word in this case is synonom ous witi 
an intention of quitting work an 
quietly walking out, I d o n 't see h o - 
this court is going to restrain this a< 
lion. T t.a t’s all there is in the cas 
as it stan ds a t present th a t I can see.

Many of these committee rooms a t 
the Capitol contain during a session a 
dioice article of spirits, and the pres­ 
ent Minister to Berlin, Mr. Pendleton, 
was not averse to treating bis friends 
ot the Senate now and then.

the Capitol.

All of the gro­ 
cery stores a t W ashington keep large 
stocks of liquors, from Mumm’s extra 
dry champagne down to a very cheap 
article of whisky, and you will find wine 
stores in nearly every block. 
In no 
city of the United States, except, per­ 
haps, New Orleans, is there so much 
wine drank in proportion to t he popu­ 
lation. 
Many families never sit down 
to a meal w ithout having wine on the 
table, and a t a W ashington hotel, where 
public men stop, it is the rule to take 
a bottle of wine with your dinner. 
W ithin the last few years punch has 
become very popular a t Washing­ 
ton, 
and 
you 
will 
now 
find 
a 
big 
punch 
bowl 
a t 
alm ost 
every fashionable gathering. 
It is 
quite an a rt to make a fine Washing­ 
ton punch, and it takes very little of 
the regular article to cause the knees 
to quiver and the head to swim. 
One 
rec ipe contains t he i ngred ien ts, w hisky, 
rum, claret, champagne, sugar and 
lemons. 
A little water added to this, 
and you have a drink th a t will p u t an 
old toper under the table after half 
his usual allowance. 
Still this stuff is 
given to young men and maidens. 
Is 
it any wonder th a t some of them get 
too much, and we have such scenes 
as th a t of Stewart Castle last winter, 
what Congressmen H olm an’s son in­ 
sulted a young lady, and the half of 
the p arty were affected by their tip­ 
ping? It was such punch as this th a t 
started young Mahone on a spree in 
which he attem p ted to shoot one of 
the waiters a t Welcker’s, and it is 
this punch th a t will 
undoubtedly 
create a scandal or two the coming 
season. 
A great deal of beer is drunk in 
Washington, and m any of those who 
drink wine regularly a t their meals 
prefer a light article, such as claret. 
The m an w ho drinks such as beer and 
claret seldom becomes a drunkard, and 
in those countries where cheap light 
wines are staple, as Italy and France 
for instance, you will find much less 
drunkenness th a n in America or Eng­ 
land.
